One of the interesting paradoxes of con- 
| temporary government is the limited inde- 
'| pendence from state control of towns and 
| cities of Massachusetts. A region torever 
memorable for its original insistence on the 
town as the unit in government, in the 
course of time and changing necessity has 
come to be less favorable to home rule than 
many other regions of the country. The 
) commonwealth dominates Massachusetts life 
today, and advocates of restoration of the primacy of the primitive 
unit are tew and far hetween. Illustrative of the trend is the steadily 
increasing supervision of municipal finance by the state, a control 
made necessary by disclosures as to irregularity of methods and 
wastefulness of accounting conditions in many of the towns and 
the startling rise of town and city indebtedness, not to mention a 
menace from officials upon whom requisite checks. could not be 
placed by local action. 

The general condition of laxity having first become apparent 
to the bureau of statistics while it was engaged on other investiga- 
tions, it Was natural that as a reward for its vigilance and as an 
cxtension of its legitimate functions it should have been entrusted 
with the duty of making further collection of facts relative to the 
revenue, the debt and the fiscal methods of all communities in the 
ciate. Light being needed before reasonable action by the Legislature 
could follow, light was turned on. Phe fourth such illumination, or 
annual report, has just been made by Director Charles F. Gettemy, 
and it deserves careful reading by all students of trends in adminis- 
tration in American government. 

Of course, in this held of reform as in everything else, the 
very fact of probing and of publictty at the command of the state 
has brought about bettered methods and higher ideals in the cities 
and towns, without further action by either the Legislature or the 
bureau. The comparative method of publicity at once forces a 
community to a standard of administration that 1 might not othe®- 
wise set lor itsclf. Atter hostility to what was at first looked upon 
as “state interference’ has followed friendliness of attitude on the 
part of many community officials, an attitude that is leading them 
to’ask for an auditing of their accounts by the bureau and the 1n- 
stallation of a model system of accounting. Steadily, also, the town 
note certification law is being made operative through joint action 
of local officials and the bureau, by which communities are insured, 
as it were, against that form of peculation on the part of officials 
give supervisory power 
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TAKING for its text the recent recommenda- 
tion by President Taft of an expenditure of 
$50,000,000 on Mississippi river waterway 
improvement, the New York Sun has com- 
piled an elaborate article covering outlays 
upon other public works now under Way in 
or in behalt of the United States. The mat- 
ter is worthy of condensation and comment. 
| Compared with the total, the item of $50,- 
000,000 seems inconsidetable; it is small, 
wideed, compared even with some of the individual expenditures. 
‘the Panama canal, of course, takes the lead. ‘This will cost $397.- 
000,000. New York city alone is spending $277,186,000 on its new 
system of subways, while New York state is spending $101,000,000 
on its principal canal. The ‘latter has just voted to put as much 
into road improvement as President Taft would devote to the har- 
nessing of the Mississipp1. . 

The Mississippi river improvement scheme, however, is going to 
This amount would cover only the 
beginnings of a system that Would make for storage of the water, 
development of power and regular channel depths. The sum of 
$200,000,000 is at present timidly mentioned in this connection: it 
will be spoken boldly betore long. The amount being expended Hpon 
reclamation and irrigation works probably comes within $100,000,- 
GOO, but this is spread over a considerable length of time; the present 
rate Of government expenditure upon waste land is placed at about 
$2,000,000 a month. The cost of rebuilding San Francisco has 
fallen in part upon the present year, as has also the cost of protecting 
i.alveston. Combined these would make an item of several millions. 
The burden that San Francisco has had to shoulder alone in the last 
few years has run up to $100,000,000. Another expenditure that is 
spread over several years is that for New York's aqueduct extension, 
tne estimated total cost of which 1s $162,000,000. Incidental to this 
is the development of the Croton supply at a cost of $90,000,000, and 
4 new filtration plant to cost $8,000,000. New York city, as is well 
known, has gone during recent years very heavily into bridge and 
tunnel construction. The Williamsburg, Queensboro and Manhattan 
bridges cost respectively, $25,000,000, $17,250,000 and $26,000,000, 
The Hudson tubes cost $60,000,000, the Pennsylvania's tunnels about 
$50,000,000. The Pennsylvania terminals, including tunnels and 
station, have cost about $90,000,000 ; the Grand Central terminal and 
station about $150,000,000. 4 

No mention is made here of the Detroit river tunnel and 
improvements, of the Cape Cod canal, of the Los Angeles aqueduct, 
of numerous and costly steel viaducts and bridges in the West, of the 
vast expenditures of the government in public buildings, or of expen- 
ditures upon highways. As the result of a running and somewhat 
casual summary, however, the grand total of $1,814,000,000, is found 
to represent the public works expenditures of a decade. This is 
surely far below the exact figure, but it is high enough to 
another and a powerful object lesson of the nation’s wonderful 
resources and no less wonderful activities.

Possibly the thing which had helped her most in the 
past had been the fact that no one particularly wanted the Black 
mountain, that corner of the Balkan peninsula where the rocks are 
piled as thick as autumn leaves in Vallombrosa. All that was worth 
having in the neighborhood, the strip of coast on the Adriatic, had 
already been appropriated by Austria, that stickler for the phrase 
“the Balkans for the Balkan people.” 

Not Ruritania itself was a more curious freak than the Black 
Mountain, a kingdom smaller than an English county, and with a 
population not amounting to one thirtieth of that of London. Every 
man, however, who could guide a plow could*handle a rifle, so that 
when the Black Mountain quarreled, she quarreled literally to a man, 
and King Nikita was always in the van, the elderly exponent of the 
argument of the clenched fist. With his Albanian neighbor the 
Black Mountain lived on ferms of perpetual strife. They were both 
Christians, for the Mirdites lay along the ‘frontier, but they
